Any financial depression that 
may exist is no excuse for crime, 
District Judge Joe Eidson. told 
the grand jury in his charge at 
the 
opening 
of 
D istrict 
Court 
Monday 
morning. 
Stating 
that 
reports 
had come to him th at 
theft and burglarly was on the 
increase in the county, the judge 
urged th at a thorough investiga­ 
tion 
be made of these crimes, 
further stating that these crimes 
were Iwdng committed by people 
of criminal instinct and not by 
people 
who 
were 
in 
destitute 
circumstances. W orthy people who 
are 
in 
destitute 
circumstances 
will be helped by their neighbors 
if brought to their attention the 
Judge said. 
Comanche County and the other 
two counties of this district are 
freer from crime than m ost sec­ 
tions of like population, the judge 
said, attributing the fact to the 
high class of citizenship and the 
fact that juries anti officers in 
the past had had the courage to 
do their duties and wore unin­ 
fluenced by any adverse public 
opinion.
